ther, and from hence diſtributed all 
over Europe ; which was, in a great 
- meaſure, loſt when the Portugueſe 
found the way to the Eaſt-Indies, 
round Africa, about the year 1400; 
however it has ſtill a good foreign 
trade. The land on which the town 
ſtands is fo low, that the ſeamen can 
hardly diſcern it till they are very 
near, which was the occaſion of erect- 
ing the celebrated Pharos, or high 
watch tower here, ſo often men- 
Sioned in hiſtory. The gates of the 
town are ſtill compoſed of Thebaic 
and Granite marble ; but the fineſt 
piece of antiquity left, is Pompey's 
pillar, being one intire piece of Gra- 
nite marble, ſeventy feet high, and 
twenty-five in eircumference. Alex- 
andria, and the reſt of Egypt, is ſub, 
to the Grand Signior, who ſeems, 
however, to have a limited autho- 
rity, being often obliged to ſubmit 
the adminiſtration of the government 
to the humours of the petty princes 
of Europe. | ;

The plague uſually 
v'ſits Cairo once in 3 or 4 years, and 
is obſerved to decreaſe as the waters 
of the Nile riſe.

Theſe 
brokers are generally Jews, who make 
a trade of purchaſing children in 
Georgia, Circaſſia, and other Chri- 
ſian or Pagan countries, and ſelling 
them to the Turks, for no Mahome- 
tan is made a ſlave, and indeed they 
offer freedom to their Chriſtian cap- 
tives of the male ſex, if they will 
apoſtatize, but as for the women, they 
will never pa:it with them, or make 
them an offer of their liberty. It is 
not material, they think, what reli- 
gion women are of, and oftner take 
Infidels, as they call them, into

The houſes are 
well built 5 or 6 ſtories high, and 
riſing like the ſeats of a theatre, 
afford a very fine proſpet, as we 
approach it from the ſea, The har- 
bour is large and deep, but expoſed 
to the S. W. wind, only there is a 
mole for the ſecurity of their gallies 
and ſmall veſſels, and the city lies 
pretty much expoſed to a bombard- 
ment, as they experienced in the 
year 1684. when Lewis XIV, or- 
dered tne town to be beat about their 
ears; but it has been ſince rebuilt, 
to great adyantage, with ſtone and 
brick, the roofs generally flat. Their 
principal ftreet, according to Mr, 
Addifon, is a double range of palaces, 
from one end to the other, built 
with excellent fancy, and fit to en- 
tertain the greateſt princes; the 
fronts of ſeveral of them entirely of 
marble, The circumference of the 
city is fix m. ſurrounded by a wall 
and other works: and at a little di- 
ſtance there is a ſecond wall, which 
takes in the hills that command the 
place. There are in the city 30 pa- 
ziſh churches, 20 colleges, and as 
many convents and religious houſes, 
and it is the ſee of an archb, The 
legiflative authority is fodged in the 
great ſenate, conſiſting of the ſig- 
niory, and 400 noblemen and prin- 
cipal citizens, elected annually out 
of the freemen. The ſigniory con- 
fiſts of the D. and 12 other members, 
who hold their places two years; to 
whom, aſſiſted by ſome other coun- 
eile, is committed the adminiſtration 
of the government, four parts in five 


of the ſenate muſt agree to the en-, 


acting laws. The Doge is obliged 
to reſide in the palace the two years

A univerſal tolera- 
tion reigns herez no diſputes about 
religion, or riots, or tumults, dif- 
turb the peace of the place; and 


robberies and other diſorders are © 


ſcarce ever heard of in this place, 
The unhappieſt people are the com- 
pany's ſoldiers, who are priſoners 
for life, never ſuffered to ſtir out 
of the town, and whipped at a poſt 
for every trivial offence ; though it 
muſt be allowed their pay. is good, 
confidering the cheapneſs of provi- 
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Bons, and they are very well clothed ; 
every ſoldier has a black boy to wait 
on him, and puts on a white ſhirt 
every day almoſt. The government 
of the town reſembles an Engliſh 
corporation, with a mayor and al- 
dermen, and they have lately re- 


. ceived an authority from the court 


of England, to puniſh offenders ca- 
pitally. The military power is lodg- 
ed in the governor and council, who 
Are alſo the laſt reſort in civil 
cauſes. The company have two 
chaplains here, who officiate in the 
Engliſh church by turns, allowing 
them a houſe and 100 J. per ann. 
ard the governor and council allow 
them ſo many advantages in trade, 
or rether traffic for them, that they 
generally make a fortune of 10,0001, 
in ten years time. As for making 
proſelytes, or converting the Indians, 
this does not ſeem to be any part of 
their buſineſs; this is left entirely to 
the Popiſi miſſionaries, who prac- 


tife even upon the flaves of the Pro- 


teſtant inhabitants, and make good 
Catholicks of them. The ſalaries of 
the writers who keep the company's 
accounts, are exceeding ſmall ; they 
have only their table and 5 J. per 
annum, and the factors 15 J. per

The Emperor is the fountain of 
honour in Germany, and diſpoſes of 
almoſt all places and honours, civil 
and military, except thoſe that are 
hereditary z as the great chancellor, 
treaſurer, &c. which are rather ho- 
norary than lucrative poſts, : 

By the golden bull, the perſon 
elected Emperor, ought to be a 
Chriſtian Prince, of German extrac- 
tion, and 28 years of age; and is ob- 
liged to ſign a. capitulation which 
the EleQors preſent him, before he 
is inſtalled; by which he promiſes 
to maintain the rights and privileges 
of the Electors, Princes, and States 
of the empirez that he will not alie- 
nate the lands or reyenues of the 
crown; that he will not introduce 
fereign forces, or employ foreigners 
in his ſervice. 

The Emperor's ordinary revenue 
ariſes from the crown lands, fines, 
forfeitures, and confiſcations z and he 
is heir general to all the princes and 
nobility of the empire, that leave 
no heirs male. There is alſo a tax, 
called Roman months, to which all 
the princes and ſtates contribute a 
certain proportion, for the ſupport 
of the government; and all extra- 
ordinary taxes are raiſed, and forces 
for the defence of the empire main- 


tained by the ſeveral Electors, Princes, 


and States, at their own expence; 
or by taxes raiſed by the diet, or 
general aſſembly of tbe Electors, 
Princes and States of the Empire. 
They are well able to' raiſe and pay

State, are ſovereigns in their re- 
ſpective territories, where the ' diet 
or the ſupreme courts of judicature 


do not interpoſe; fer there are two 


ſuch councils; one called the Aulic 
council, and the other the Chamber 
of. Triers; each conſiſting of fifty 
members of the firft quality, ſome 
appointed by the Emperor, others 
by the Electors, and the reſt by the 
feverat circles. The Emperor's re- 
venues, as Emperor, are- not very 
great; but then he is at no charge 
in the adminiſtration of the govern- 
ment, or maintaining forces, Theſe 
are provided for by the empire, 
And the Auſtrian Emperors had ve- 
ry conſiderable revenues from their 
hereditary countries, which, with 
the diſpoſal of all places of profit, 


gave them ſuch an influence, that 


they were able to keep the poſſeſſion 
of the Imperial throne for 300 years ; 
and might bave kept it much longer; 
if there had not been a defect of" 

male iſſue. | 
The Germans are much divided: 
in -their opinions of religion 5 the 
principal ſects are thoſe of the Pa- 
piſts, the Lutherans and Calviniſts; 
there are alſo Independents, Ana- 
baptiſts, Quakers, and Chriſtians of 
every other denomination 3 and 'a 
multitude of Jews in all their great 
towns. The Emperor is always a 
Roman Catholic; Saxony and Bran- 
denburg are moſt of them Lutherans, 
but ſome Calviniſts; Bavaria and. 
Auſtria are Catholics; the Palati- 
nate and the Upper and Lower Rhine 
are 2 mixture of all denominations z, 
the Imperial cities are moſt of them 
Lutherans, and ſome Calviniſts: the 
two laſt hate and perfecute one an- 
other more than they do the Papiſts. 
At the treaty of Munſter or Weſt⸗ 
anno 1643, the Proteſtants- 
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were not only tolerated, but put on 
the ſame foot with the Papiſts in 
their reſpective territories. But from 
the reformation till that time, they 
were almoſt always at war; and ſe- 
veral 100,000 Chriſtians butchered 
in the quarrel, When the Prote- 
ſtant religion was eſtabliſhed by that 
treaty, ſeveral archbiſhoprics, biſhop- 
rics and abbies were ſecularized, 
converted into Duchies, or Lay-ſees, 
and applied to the ſupport of the 
government, with the revenues of 
all church lands. 
elergy of Germany have neither 
glebe or tithes; but depend on the 
bounty of their reſpective govern- 
ments for their ſupport. Inſtead of 
biſhops, the Lutherans have ſuperin- 
tendents; and the Calviniſt churches 
are governed by their Preſbyters, or 
Pariſh Prieſts, and Elders, who are 
all equal, and claim no ſuperiority 
over any of their brethren, 

Germany produces corn, wine, 
vil, ſheep, black cattle, and an ex- 
cellent breed of horſes, fit for the 
coach or army; and with theſe the 
French uſually remount their cavalry. 
The country alſo produces great 
quantities of flax and hemp; and 
they have abundance of good tim- 
ber; nor ſhould their bacon, beer, 
and mum, be forgot; they have alſo 
mines of iron, copper, and ſilver, 
lead, ſalt, coal, vitriol, quickſilver, 
nitre, ocre, and ſulphur; and ſome 
of the beſt medicinal ſprings and 
baths in Europe; as at Pyrmont, 
Baden, Aix-la-Chapelle, &c. They 
have alfo plenty of deer, fiſh, and 
fowl; and their orchards are full of 
the beſt fruits. The people are ex- 
fellent mechanics and chymiſts : the 
invention of printing and gun-pow - 
ger, is generally aſcribed to them ; 
clocks, watches, locks, ſwords, and 
fire-arms, they have alſo brought 
to great perfection; and they have 
in a manner monopolized the ma- 
nufactures of tin plates, or white 
iron. They are reckoned good ar- 
tiſts at painting and engraving; and 
are excellent engineers. They carry

on their foreign trade by the rivers

K. of 
England, was born, Tbe filk, li- 
nen, and woollen manufactures, 
fiouriſh here: they have a great 
trade in corn; and it is exceedingly 
well ſituated for a foreign trade, by 
the numerous rivers and canals, 
The French poſſeſſed themſelves of 
this city, and the reſt of the towns 
in Flanders, on the death of Charles 
Il. K. of Spain, in the name of 
the D. of Anjou, whom they ſet 
upon the throne of Spain; but it 
lurendered to K. Charles III. and

his confederates, immediately after 
the victory they obtained over the 
French at Ramillies, in 1706. The 
French ſurpriſed Ghent again, in 
1708, as they did alſo the city of 
Bruges; but the D. of Marlborough 
having reduced the city of Liſle, and 
inveſted Ghent in December follow- 
ing, the city ſurrendered within 2 or 
3 days, though the French had an 
army of 20,000 men in the place;

four branches of this family, viz. 
Heſſe - Caſſel, Homburg, Darmſtat, 
and Rhinefield, they are of different 
perſuaſions in point of religion, The 
lubjects of Heſſe-Caſſel are Calviniſts, 
as their late ſovereign was till he 
mounted the throne of Sweden; but 
he was compelled to turn Lutheran 
then, and abjure Calviniſm, Prince 
Frederic, the preſent Landgrave, - has 
embraced Popery, The Landgrave 
of Heſſe-Homberg is a Calviniſt, 
Darmſtat is a Lutheran, and the 
Landgrave - of Heſſe - Rhineſield is 
A Pap:ft, Some part of Heſſe pro- 
duces corn and wine, eſpecially 
near the rivers Rhine and Lohn, and 
they feed numerous flocks of ſheep in 
their plains, whoſe wool is ſaid to 
equal that of England ; but great part 


of the country is foreſt, eſpecially on 


the N, In their mountains are mines 
of copper and lead, which yield them 
conũderable profit. This country is 
held te be the ancient ſeat. of the 
Catii, mentioned by Tacitus.

French finding the iſland almoſt de- 
ſerted, took poſleflion of the N. W. 
part of it, which they ſtill poſſeſs ; 
whereupon the Spaniards returned and, 
took poſſeſſion of Domingo, and the 
S. part of the iſland again, to pre- 
vent other nations ſeizing of thar, 
and interrupting their navigation ta 
the continent, The country is pretty 
well ftocked with timber, viz, oak, 
cedar, pine, brazil-wood, manchineal, 

the maho, and acoma-tree, and ſuch 
fruit-trees as are found between the 

Tropics; and both the French and 

Spaniards have plantations of fugar 
here, and have in a manner beaten 

the Engliſh out of that trade. Hiſ- 

panivla allo produces tobacco, and 
ſeverak gums and medicinal drugs.

but the natives neither plow - nor 
plant the ground, but live chiefy 
by grazing of cattle, and what they 
take in hunting or fiſhing, The 
Hottentot nations, who jnhabit this 
ſouthern promontory, are ſixteen in 
number; the Dutch ſuffer the na- 
tives to be governed by. their own 
laws and cuſtoms, being very uſe- 
ful to their ſettlements, in furniſh. 
ing them with cattle,” and ferving 
them in their huſbandry, &c. for 
which they give them tobacco, wine, 
and brandy, and ſuch proviſions 2 
they deſire, in return. The Hotten. 
tot men are of a moderate ſtatute; 


the women ſmall, their complexion 
black; and in their thick lips, flat 
noſes, and ſhort hair, they reſemble. 


the negroes, though they are not ſo 


black when they are born, but take 


a great deal of pains to make their 


children ſo with greaſe and ſoot. 


The women hase a callous flap or 
ſkin, which hangs over the pudenda; 
the men have a cap of greaſe, ſoot, 
and cow-dung, mixed together, on 
their heads in ſymmer, and in winter 
have flat caps of half dried ſkins; 
and they wear mantles, conlifting 
of undreſſed ſheep-ſkins, tied with 
thongs about their necks, which ſerve 
them for beds at night, and winding- 
ſheets when they die: Their chief: 
wear tiger ſkins. They conceal 
their nudities with a ſquare piece of 
raw leather, of two hands-breadth; 
their breaſts, legs, and thighs have 
no covering. The women wear caps 
of raw leather, the crown a little 
raiſed, and a ſhecp-ſkin mantle, like 


the men: their apron ſomething lon- 


ger, and about their legs they wrap 
thongs of raw hides, to the bignels 
of a jack-boot, and a pouch with 
proviſion always hangs about their 


rings

rings, and thin plates of brafs, tinſel, 
glaſs, and beads, and make their 
bodies ſhine with melted greaſe and 
far inſtead of oil. They chuſe the 
guts of animals rather than other 
meat, which they eat half raw, 
without waſhing, They ſeldom kill 
their cattle, living chiefly on their 
milk, with roots, herbs, and fruits, 
unleſs at feſtivals, and then only 


on ſuch as die of themſelves, Their 
drink was milk and water, or but- 
ter- milk, *till the Dutch introduced 
frong liquors, which they are very 
fond of, Their houſes are round huts, 
conſiſting of one room, covered with 


hides, or mats, where all ages and 
ſexes lie promiſcuouſly, though every 


man has his own wives, ſeldom above 


three. A circle of theſe huts upon 
a common, is called a kraal, or Hot- 


tentots town, but looks more like a 


camp, and, like our tents, they re- 
move them from one part of the 


country to another, when they want 


freſh paſture for their cattle, Every 
nation has a ſovereign Prince, whoſe 
title is hereditary, but then he has 
a great council, which conſiſts of the 
chiefs of exery kraal or town, of 
his nation, without whoſe concur- 
rence he does nothing of conſequence ; 
and the chief of every kraal has an 


hereditary right to his command ; 


but neither their Kings or Chiefs 


have any revenue, but ſubſiſt on their 


own ſtock of cattle, ard what they 
take in hunting. Their arms are a 
frear, or half pike, a bow and beard- 
ed arrows, and a dart of a fcot long. 
They never fight on horſeback, but 
diſcipline their bulls to run at, and 
diſorder an enemy. 

They expoſe their fathers in the 
fields to be devoured by wild-beafts, 
when they become infirm and uſeleſs, 
3s they do their female children when 
they have more than one at a birth, 
As to their religion, they believe- a 
God who ereated the heaven and 


| farth, and that he is good, but they 
| build him no temples, nor worſhip 
him, or have any images, or repre- 

entations of him; but at the ap-

pearance of the new moon, and at 
the full moons, they aſſemble, dance

They alſo 
worſhip their departed heroes, and 
conſecrate woods, mountains, and 
rivers to their memory, which when 
they paſs by, y put up a ſhort 
prayer to the deRy of the place, and 
ſometimes dance about it. "They 
have one rite peculiar to theſe people, 
which. is the depriving the males of 
the left teſticle at 8 or 9 years of 
age; at the performance whereof a 
ſheep is ſacrificed, and eaten by the 
company invited to it.

vaſſals may prove malcontents. His 


' revennes are greater than thoſe of 
any monarch upon earth, and even 
than all of them together, if we 
might credit thoſe who have written 
of this country; and anſwerable to 
this immenſe revenue, do they make 
the riches of the country, pretend- 
ing that their palaces are covered 
with gold plates inſtead of tiles. 
Such accounts as theſe are given us 
by the Portugueſe, who firſt traf- 
ficked with this country, and by 
ſome. of our countrymen, who traded 
to Japan 150 years ago; but theſe 
and all other Chriſtians have been

They 
tare actually excluded the Engliſn

and all other nations, from thoſe 
ountries where the fine ſpices grow, 
and from all commerce with the 
great iſlands of Java and Macaſſar, 
or Celebes, and the continent of Ma- 
lacca. And by their fleets and gar- 
riſons near the ftraits of Malacca and 
Sunda, can at any time exclude all 
nations from the tradeto China, The 
iſland of Java' is mountainous in the 
middle, but near the ſhore it is a le- 
vel country, and incumbered with 
bogs and moraſſes pretty much, ex- 
cept near Batavia, Bantam, and other 
Dutch colonies, where the lands ate 
well drained and cultivated, The 
only corn almoſt that grows in the 
country is rice. They have alſo 
plantations of ſugar, coffee, and to- 
bacco; and their kitchen gardens pro- 
duce peas, beans, roots, ſalads, me- 
lons, c. They have alſo abundance 
of grapes, but the climate is too hot 
for wine. They have cocoes, man- 
goes, oranges, and ſuch other fruits 
as grow between the Tropics, and a 
great deal of good oak, cedar, red- 
wood, and other timber.

The Europeans had very little in- 
tercourſe with India till the 
1498, when the Portugueſe diſco- 
vered the way thither by fea, round 
the Cape of Good Hope, and they 
enjoyed that traffic without a rival 
till the year 1600, when the Engliſh 


and Dutch put in for a ſhare of it; 


and theſe three nations have had 
their forts and factories on the con- 
tinent of India ever ſince; but the 
Dutch have driven both the other 
from the Spice iſlands, and mono- 
polized that trade theſe 100 years 
paſt, The produce of the continent 
of India, and what the Europeans 
import from thence, is chiefly chints, 
— — muſlins, ſome filk, and pep- 
per, and diamonds, which are pur- 
chaſed by moſt nations with filver, 
but the Dutch frequently barter ſpi- 
ces for them, which makes the India 
trade doubly advantageous to them.

as in the beſt regulated towns, and 
when the time of the rains ap- 
proaches, they return into the towns 
again, The Mogul's annual revenue 
is computed to amount to between 
40 and 50 millions ſterling, ariſing 
by the produce of the ſoil (of which 
he is proprietor, as well as ſovereign, 
and every one obliged to pay ſuch 
a rent as is required by his com-

land. The ſoil ſeems to be richer 
in Ireland than in England, and pro- 
daces corn, paſture, hemp, and flax 
in ahundance, "Their cattle abound 
to that degree, that they furniſh 
France, Flanders, Spain, Portugal, 
and the Weft-Indies, with their beef 
and butter; and Engliſh ſhips are 
frequently victualled here. They 
abound alſo in excellent wool, which 
would bring them in treaſure enough, 


it, and export their cloth. And 
whether the Engliſh have done them- 
ſelres any ſervice by ſuppreſſing this 
manufacture in Ireland, and ſuffer- 
ing the French to underſell us, and 
run away with the woollen trade in 
foreign markets, is a queſtion that 
may be eaſily anſwered, Their li- 
nen manufacture indeed is come to 
great perfection, and vaſtly increaſed. 
This country is exceedingly well ſi- 
tuated for trade, and has a great ma- 
ny ſecure and commodious harbours. 
They want only a little countenance 
and encouragement from England to 
make them a great and wealthy 
people. Their laws differ but little 
trom thoſe of England, any more 
khan their courts of juſtice, Their 
laws muſt be approved by the K, of 
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Great-Britain in council. And an a& 
of the Engliſh parliament will repeal, 
or alter, any of their laws. They 
can appeal alſo from a ſentence of © 
their courts, to the courts of law, 
and to the houſe of Peers in Great- 
Britain. The members of the Com- 
mons keep their ſeats in parliament 
for life, unleſs there happen a demiſe 
of the crown, The Lord Lieuter 
nant, or- Lord Deputy, and council, 
are appointed from time to time by 
the King; and there is uſually a 
body of 12,000 men kept in pay on 
the Iriſh eftabliſhment, but ſcarce 
any of the natives of that country 
amongſt them. They uſually live 
in barracks in that country, and are 
not quartered on the public houſes, 
as in England. As to the religion of 
the country, fix parts in ſeven of 
them are Papiſts, and tolerated ; 
there are alſo a multitude of Diſſen- 
ters in the N. of Ireland; the eſta- 
bliſhed church is the ſame as in Eng- 
land, governed by archbiſhops and 
biſhops, and their clergy are general- 
ly better provided for than in Eng- 
land. Dublin is the only univerſity. 
in the kingdom, and that conſiſts of 
one college, in which there are about 
600 ſtudents of all forts, In this 
fruitful country the common people 


if they were ſuffered to manufaCture..are ſo hard put to it to get a liveli- 


hood, that many thouſands of them 
have tranſported themſelves of late 
years to the American plantations. 
Their nobility and men of fortune 
uſually reſide in London, and take 
but little care of their country; they 
ſcrew up their tenants to the higheſt 
rack rents, till they break them, 
and ſpending all the produce of their 
eftates abroad, their native couutry - 
remains in a languiſhing condition,

The magiſtrates of Liege 
pretend that it is an imperial city, 
or ſovereign ſtate; but they have 
ſuffered very ſeverely for diſputing 
the authority of their biſhop, who 
is in fact abſolute ſovereign of the 
city, as wel! as the biſhopric. He 
is choſen by the 60 major canons, 
who are moſt of them of noble ex- 
traction. This biſhop is one of the 
moſt conſiderable eccleſiaſtical Princes 
of Germany, having within his dio- 
ceſe 52 baronies, .18 walled towns, 
and 400 villages full of people, with 
a revenue of 300,000 ducats, or no- 
bles, per annum; , and is able to 
maintain a body of 8000 men, with» 
out oppreſſing his ſubjects, who are 
generally Roman Catholicks.

million. In the city of London, pro- 
perly ſo called, which is about 3 m. 
in circumference, there are 12,000 
houſes, In the pariſhes without the 
walls, but within the liberties, 36, 320. 
In the pariſhes which lie in Middle- 
ſex and Surrey, and are a part of the 
town, 46,400 houſes. And in the 
city and liberties of Weſtminſter, 
23,430 houſes, And as to the num- 
ber of ſouls in each of theſe grand 
divifions, if we multiply the num- 


ber of houſes in the city of London 


by eight and a balf, we ſhall find 
there are 102, ooo. By the ſame rule, 
there will be found 308,720 in the 
16 pariſhes without the walls; 
493,550 in the 20 out-parithes of 
Middleſex and Surrey; and 230, 805 
in the city and liberties of Weſt- 
minſter, All which added toge- 
ther, make 1, 045,075 people in the 
whele town, Which calculation 
polibly may be ſomething of the 
largeſt, but not much. London has 
ſcarce any wall about it which is viſi - 
ble, Its ſtrength conſiſts in the num- 
ber of its inhabitants, which are 
computed to be one ſeventh of all the 
people of England, 
LoNDONDERRY, W. lon.

ty of gold duſt, The fruits of Ame- 
rica, particuſarly the cacao, or choco- 
late-nut, thrive as well here, as in 
their native ſoil, The Spaniards have 
the dominion of Luconia, and almoſt 
all the reſt of the Philippine Iſlands 
and their Viceroy acts as arbitrarily 
here, as in any of their ſettlements, 
being at ſo great a diſtauce from 
Spain, and it is one of the moſt pro- 


| fitable poſts belonging to the Spaniſh 


monarchy. The eccleſiaſtical govern» 
ment is lodged in the archb. of Ma- 
nilla, who has a great many ſuffragans 
under him ; and the officers of the 
Inquiſition exerciſe their authority 
here, as in other Popiſh countries, 
only they ſuffer the natives, the 
Chineſe, and Mahometans, to profeſs 
their reſpective religions.

*Furkiſh Emperor, anno 1566, but 
he was forced to abandon the iſland, 
after he had loft above 20, 00 men 
in the attempt. The Knights for- 
merly conſiſted of 8 ſeveral nations, 
but now only of 7, the Engliſh hav- 
ing withdrawn themſelves on account 
of their ſuperſtitious rites. All the 
Knights are to be of ancient, noble 
families, and legitimate; the Grand 
Crofles, or Heads of each nation, 
are ftiled Grand Priors, having each 
of them their convents of Knights, 
and eſtates in every Popiſh nation 
- appropriated to their maintenance, 
which are tiled Commanderies. The 
Priors chuſe a Grand Maſter, and 
are all ſubje& to the Pope in ſpiri- 
tuals, and depend alſo pretty much 
en thoſe Princes where their lands or 
commanderies lie. They are obliged 
to ſuppreſs all pirates, and are engaged 
in a perpetual war with the Turks, 
Algerines, and other Mahometans, 
The Knights take yows of telibacy, 
chaſtity, &c. and as to matrimony, 
they generally keep their vow, but 
introduce, however, great numbers 
of Grecian girls, who ſerve them in 
the quality of concubines,

Mxico, which 280 years ago 
was a potent and extenfive empire in 
America, is now a province of Spain, 
and has obtained the name of Nzw 
SPAIN,

Mxico. | 

Orp Mxxico is fituate between 
83 and 116 degrees of W. lon. and 
between 8 and 28 degrees of N. lat. 
bounded by New-Mexico, or Granada 
on the N. by the gulph of Mexico 
on the N. E, by Terra-Firma on the 
S, F, and by the Pacific ocean on the 
S. W. being upwards of 2000 m. 
long, and ſrom 60 to 600 broad. 

It is generally a mountainous 
country, high hills running through 
it from the S. E. to the N. W. 


The higheſt mountains are near 


the coaſt of the Pacific ocean, many 
of them Vulcano'ss The eaftern 
ſhore is a flat level country, abound- 
ing in bogs and moraſſes, and over. 
flowed in the rainy ſeaſon, but fo 
covered with thickets of bambou- 
cane, mangroves, and buſhes, that 
the logwood cutters are forced to 
make their way through it with 
their hatchets, The hills between 
the mountains and the flat country 
are beſt inhabited, and there the air 
is moſt temperate. Within the tro- 
pic of Cancer they have their annual 
periodica] rains, and when the ſun 
is vertical, is their cooleſt ſeaſon, 
the ſun being obſcured by clouds, 
and the flat country under water; 
their fair weather is when the fun is 
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in the ſouthern ſigns, at the greateſt 
diſtance from them. 

The time of planting Indian-corn 
and rice, is in May and June, when 
the rains begin, and they reap in 

October or November, when the 
fair ſeaſoa commences: The ſprings 
and rivers are very low in March and 
April, and the beginning of May ; 
the country then affords neither 
graſs or herbage, unleſs it is watered, 
but the trees are always green, and 
their fruit-trees bloſſom, and bear 
almoſ] all the year round. 

Their fruit-trees are the Cabbage- 


tree, the cacao, or chocolate-nut, - 


venella's, plantains, pine-apples, co- 
coes, ſapadilloes, avagato pears, mam- 
mee trees, guava's, prickle - pears, 
oranges and lemons, &c. with a great 
variety of gums and drugs. Their 
foreſt-trees are cedar, logwood, man- 
chineal, bamboe, mangroves, mahoe, 
white-wood, &c, 

There were neither horſes, neat- 
cattle, camels, elephants, ſheep, 
hogs, goats, aſſes, or dogs, except 
fome little dumb , dogs, until the 
Europeans imported them; but they 


had lions, tigers, bears, elks-deer, 


mooſe, pecaree, warree, beavers, 
opoſſums, armadillos, guanoes, and 
flying fquirrels, racoons, crocgdiles, 
manatee-monkeys, parrots, macaws, 
pelicans, cormorants, and a variety 
of ſnakes, ſcorpions, and inſects, 
among which the cochineal is -the 
moſt valuable. | 

The preſent inhabitants of Mexico 
are I. native Indians, 2, Spaniards, 
3. Crioli, the deſcendants of Spa- 
niards, 4. Meſtees, 5. Negroes, and 
6. Mulatoes. 

Mexico is governed by a Spaniſh 
viceroy, who acts as deſpotically as 
any Prince in Europe. It is divided 
into three audiences, where their 
ſupreme courts of judicature are 
held, viz. 1. The audience of Gua- 
dalajara, or New Galicia, the moſt 
northern diviſion. 2. The audience 
of Mexico Proper, which is the mid- 
dle diviſion; and, 3. The audience 


a, the moſt ſouthern 
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diviſion: and each of theſe audience 
is again ſubdivided into fever] Pro- 
vinces; which will be found under 
their reſpective heads. Their forces 
by ſea or land are not formidable 
and they have but few fortifieg 
towns;

which the whole univ. is frequently 
called the Sorbonne, It is now very 
much upon the decline; other col- 
leges and academies being erected of 
late years by royal authority. The 
civil juriſdiction, and all the other 
privileges almoſt which the Sorbonne 
had formerly, are taken from it. 
The Academy of Sciences is of much. 
the ſame nature as that of the 
Royal Society of London, Beſides 
which, there is an academy for re- 
fining and improving the French lan- 
guage; others for the improvement 
of painting, ſculpture, and archi- 
tecture; others tor the exerciſe ard 
improvement of all mechanic arts 
and manufactures, tapeſtry, moſaic

The people of this 
country are of a tawny, or olive co- 
lour, of a middle ſtature, and uſually 
painted with red earth; their faces 
diſcoloured with black ſtreaks and 
white ſpots; their cloathing the ſkins 
of ſeals, otters, or other animals, 


ſewed together, making a piece five 


feet ſquare, which they wrap about 
them when they fit (till, but throw 


off when they are in action, fiſhing, 


hunting, &c, on their heads the men 
have caps of Eins, adorned with fea- 
thers, and on their feet have pieces 
of fxins inſtead of ſhoes, The wornen 
have no covering en their heads but 
their hair, are cloathed like the men, 
but adorn themſelves with rings and 
bracelets about their arms and necks: 
they feed on fiſh and fleſh ; but there 
are neither giants or cannibals among 
them, as the fir; adventurers on 
this coaſt gave out, It is generally 
a barren country, at leaſt. it appears 


- ſuch, not being cultivated by the 


natives, yielding no corn, and very 
little fruit, The Spaniards built 
forts, and ſent ſome colonies to the 
ftrzits of Magellan, at the firſt diſ- 
covery of them; but moſt of their

They have not much of the 
European fruits, unlets figs, oranges, 
lemons, citrons, and pomegranates;

other tropical fruits; they have alſo 
pepper and ſugar-canes, and great 
variety of melons, cucumbers, roots, 
and other parden-ſtuff, which is 
their principal food. Their hills are 
covered with wood, and they have a 
great deal of good timber; but their 
bamboes, a kind of hollow cane, 
which grows 'to the bigneſs of near 
a foot diameter, is of the greateſt 
uſe ; this they bend and form while 
it is ycung, making it fit for what- 
ever they deſign it, and parti>zlarly 
to hang their palanquins upon : theſe 
are couches on which they lie when 
they travel, carried upon mens ſhoul- 
ders, 'They have few horſes or ſheep, 
but plow with oxen and buftaloes, 
and carry burdens upon them as 
well as camels ; nor does any place 
abound more in elephants than this 
and the adjacent countries: they 
compute the ſtrength of their armies 
by the number and fize of their 
elephants. The Engliſh, from Fort 
St. George, traffic pretty much with 
this country, and, beſides furs and 
ſkins, import from thence rubies, 
ſapphires, and other precious ſtones, 
The houſes here are built frequently 
on pillars by the river fide, and in 
the time of the rains they have no 
communication with one another but 
by boats in the flat country. Of 
what nature their government is, the 
Europeans can give but a ſlender ac- 
count, only that they have a King, 
and they preſume he is abſolute, as 
moſt of the eaſtern Princes are; and 
it is ſaid he is ſometimes tributary 
to the King of Ava, There is one 
thing that ſeems peculiar to the 
people on the E. fide of the bay of 
Bengal, they are ſo far from reſent- 
ing a foreigner's being free with 
their women, that they will offer 
their daughters to them for tempo- 
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gary wives, while they remain in 
the country; and ſome ſay they will 
offer their wives to ſtrangers, to 
mend the breed, not being much in 


love with their own copper colour,

On the ſide of Turky, 


the boundaries cannot be exactly fix- 


ed, for tho” the river Tigris forms 
part of the weſtern boundary, near 


its mouths, the Turks and Perſians 
are ſtill contending. for the provinces 
Which lie further N. upon that ri- 


ver. The air of Perſia is exceſſive 
hot in the ſummer, lying near the 
tropic of Cancer; even the winds 
are ſo hot for two or three mouths 


every year, that there is no travel - 
ling or ſtirring abroad about noon; 


ſeveral have been killed by them. 
Theſe winds come from the eaſtward 
over a vaſt tract of burning ſands, 
heated like an oven; but then the 
wind ſhifts, and they are retreſhed 
with cool breezes in the afternoon. 
There is very little water in Perſia, 
ſcarce a river that will carry a boat; 
and a traveller does not meet with 
water ſometimes for ſeveral days: 


but there is no place where they 


huſband the water better. They 
collect all their little ſprings and ri- 
'vulets, and turning them into one 


ſream or aqueduct, direct them to 


their towns, and to the fields and 
gardens, (Rat are cultivated, forty or 
fity miles frequently. The countiy 


is much incumbered by mountains, 


and ſome of them exceeding high, 
and generally dry barren rocks with- 
out trees or herbage; but there are 
many truitiul vallies, in which their 
great towns ſtand; nor can any 
country be more fruitful than that 
part of Perſia which lies upon the 


Caſpian ſea: and in other parts it is

pen to light. 


the paucity or ſlothfulneſs of the 
modern inhabitants, that renders the 
country barren; for there was not 
a more plentiful country in the world 


formerly, if we may credit ancient 


hiſtory, The chief produce. is rice 
wheat, and bariey: their kitchen 
gardens are ſupplied with a great 
variety of roots and herbs, and they 
have no -leſs than twenty ſeveral 


ſorts of melons, which the common 


people make their conſtant food in 
the ſeaſon for them, as well as cu- 
cumbers. They have alſo a variety 
of grapes, making wine of ſome, 
and otheis hang upon the vines good 
part of the winter; the air being fy 
dry that it preſerves all kinds of 
fruit a great while after they are ripe, 
Dates are a moſt delicious fruit here, 
which being Jaid on heaps, candy 
and preſerve themſelves without ſu- 
gar; they have alſo piſtachio- nutz, 
and trees that produce manna ; nor 
do they want many of the fruits of 
Europe, Here alſo we meet with 
rhubarb, ſena, and abundance cf 
other medicinal drugs, They havea 
very fine breed of horſes; but ther 
camels and dromedaries are the moſt 
uſeful animals in this ſandy country, 
for carrying burdens over the de- 
ſarts; as ſome of them will carry 
near a thouſand weight, and travel 
ſeveral days without water, Ihe; 
have alſo mules, oxen, buftaioes, and 
aſſes for their huſbandry ; and large 
flocks of ſheep and goats; fone of 
their ſheep having ſix or ſeven horns 
a-piece, They are ſometimes viſited 


with locuſts, which deſtroy all the 


fruits of the earth where they hap- 
There are a multi- 
tude of eagles, hawks, and other 
birds of prey, which they teach to 
fly at the game, and even at deer, 
and wild beaſts; and theſe, with the 
aſſiſtance of dogs, will take the 
fierceſt beaſts; nothing except the 
wild boar can eſcape their clutches, 
The manufactures of Perſia att 
embroidery, eſpecially that of goll 
and filver, either in cloth, fill, t 

leather 
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leather; and that which we call 
Turky leather, comes chiefly from 
heace, through Turky: but filk 1s 
the chief manufacture of the coun- 
try; ſuch as taffaties, tabbies, ſat- 
tine, and filk mixed with cotton, or 
camel and goat hair; brocades and 
gold tiſſue, and their gold velvet is 
admirable: and thoſe called Turky 
carpets, are really Perfian. They 
make alſo camel-hair- ſtuffs, cam- 
blets, ſilk and worited druggets, and 
goat-hair ſtuffs. 

Their greateſt miniſters do not 
think the buſineſs of a merchant 
beneath them; the King himſelf has 
bis factors and, agents in the neigh- 
bouring countries, who expert filks, 
brocades, carpets, and other rich 
goods ; but the Armenians and Ba- 
naians of India, who refide here, 
carry on the moſt diſtant foreign 
trafic ; and may be looked upon as 
the greateſt merchants in the worid, 
They export raw as well as wrought 
filk, in great quentities to India, 
Turky, Moſcovy, England, &c, By 
the permiſſion of the Czarina the 
Engliſh Ruffia company traded thro” 
Ruſſia down the river Wolga, and 
over the Cafpian ſea to Perfia, where 
they bartered the F ritiſh woollen 
manufactures for the Perſian ſilks, 
between the years 1741 and 1746; 
but ſome of the company's officers 
being about to build ſhips on the 
Caſpian ſea for the uſe of the Per- 
ſians, the Czarina prohibited their 
traffic to Perfia thro' ber dom:inions, 
and that trade is now fallen into the 
hands of the Armenians. Perfia is 
an abſolute monarchy, and the crown 
hereditary z but the reigning Prince 
takes the liberty ſometimes to ap- 
point his younger ſon to ſucceed ; 
and whenever the King mounts the 
throne, he orders the eyes of all 
h's relations to be put cut, who 
may poſſibly be his rivals. The late 
King, Shah Nadir, was the firſt of his 
family that ever wielded a ſcepter, 
After a civil war of near thirty years 
continuance, and three or four ſuc- 


by 
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ceſſive uſurpations. Shah Thomas, 
the almoſt only ſurviving heir of the 
laſt royal family, was ſo fortunate as 
to deteat all his enemies, and was 
looked upon to be well eſtabliſhed 
in his father's throne; for which 
he-was in a great meaſure indebted 
to the conduct and bravery of his 
General Kouli Khan, and in grat' 
tude for his ſervices, veſted him 
with an unlimited power, both in 
the army and the civil adminiſtra- 
tion; which the General making 
ill uſe of, the K. tis ſaid, had des 
termined to lay him aſide; and ſome 
ſuggeſt that he only waited for an 
opportunity to cut off his head. At 
leaſt, the general pretenced that the 
King bad a deſign againſt his Life; 
and ther eupon cauſed the Sophi te 
be ſeized and impriſoned, if not mur - 
dered ; and ſoon after uſurped bis 
throne. After which he aſſembled 
a more numerous army than Perfia 


had ſeen of late years, invaded In- 


dia, and pluncered that country 
of immenſe treaſures ; compelled 
the Great Mogul to yield him 21 
the provinces W. of the river At- 
toc ; aſter which he made a conqueſt 
of the © Bochara's and Utbec Tar- 
tary, and enlarged the Perfian fron- 
tiers on the fide of Turky ; but in 
the midft of his ſacceſſes he was aſ⸗ 
ſaſſinated by his neared relation, and 
a multitude of uſurpers have ſuc- 
ceeded him, 

As to the religion of the Perſians, 


they were generally Mahometans, 


of the ſect of Hali; but Shah Na- 
dir being a native of Choraſſan im 
the North of Perſia, where the ſect 
of Omar prevails (being the ſame 
ſect that the Turks and the ſubjects 
of the Mogul are of) he compelled 
all the Perfians to declare theraſcives 
of the ſe&t of Omar, which many 
of the Perſians, and eſpecially their 
prieſts, oppoſing, Shah Nadir, tle 
late Sophi, ordered the Mufti and 
ſeveral more of the prieſts to te 
hanged 3 after which, none of the 
Perſians dared to mur 
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alteration. As to the forces of the 
Perſians, they were not very nu- 
merous till the laſt reign ; but Shah 
Nadir having ſuch large conqueſts in 
view, increaſed them to upwards of 
21G0,000 men, whom he maintained 
out of the plunder of his new con- 
queſts, and eaſed his Perſian ſubjeQs 
of a great part of their uſual taxes; 
by which means he gained their 
hearts: only thoſe that oppoſed his 
uſurpation were oppreſſed; and the 


Eſtates. of theſe being confiſcated, 


adced to his revenue, and enabled 
him to be favourable and generous * 
to his friends.

PER, formerly a powerful em- 
pire, now a province of Spain in 
Scuth America, is fit, between 60 
and f1 deg. of W. lon. and between 
the Equator and 25 degrees of S. lat.

dounded by Popayan on the N. by 
the mountains of Andes or Cordil- 
leras, which ſeparate it from the 
country of the Amazons and Para- 
guay on the E. by Chili and La Plata 


on the S. and by the Pacific ocean 


on the W. the capital city now is 
Lima, formerly Cuſco. The land 
next the ſea is high: the ſierras 
or mountains, beyond which, run 
parallel to the former, are ſtill high- 
er, and the Andes beyond theſe, 
are the higheſt mountains in the 
world. The land near the ſea, is 
art a barren deſart, 
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except ſome vallies, into which the 
turn the ſtreams from the hills: 
the hills beyond, alſo, are generally 
barren 5 but between the hills. are 
very extenſive fruitful vallies, yield 
ing almoſt all manner of grain and 
fruits; and the weather temperate, 
The mountains of the Andes are 
cold, being covered .with ſnow the 
greateſt part of the year. The ſea 
which borders on Peru, is called 
the South ſea, but more properly 
the Pacific Ocean, from the conſtant 
ſerene weather on this coaſt, from 
4 degrees 8. lat. to 25. Nor is 


there ever any rain on this coaſt, or 


the fea near it, unleſs within 4 or 


5 degrees of the line, where they 


have always rain ,when the ſun is 
vertical, as in other parts of the 
globe near the line: on the ſierras 
or hills, diſtant from the ſea ſide, 
the rains fall when the ſun is ver- 
tical alſo; and on the cordeleros or 
high meuntains fartheſt from the 
ſea, it rains or ſnows two thirds of 
the year. Their vintage is in the 
fair ſeaſon, and their vines thrive 
beſt in thoſe vallies near the ſea, 
where there is little or no rain, and 
which are watered by rivulets that 
fall from the hills, and are eclicQed 
by the huſbandman, and turned into 
his fields and gardens, Near the 
Equator there grow cedars, cotton- 
trees, cocoas, ſugar-canes, palms, 
and a great deal of good timber; but 
very few foreſt- trees in other parts 
of Peru. The moft valuable tree 
they have, is that which furniſhes 
them with quinquina, or Peruvian 
bark; and this grows chiefly in the 


province of Quitto, on the moun- 


tains near the city of Quitto, about 


5 degrees 8. of the equator, and is 


of the fize of a cherry-tree, bearing 
a long reddiſh flower, from whence 
ariſes a pod with a kernel like an 
almond; but the fruit does not ſeem 
to have the ſame virtues as the bark : 
they have trees alſo, which afford 
this kind of bark, in Potoſi, in 21 


deg. S. lat, Maiz, or Indian corn, 
| Was 


was their principal fo:d, and. of 
this alſo they made drink; but the 
Spaniards have introduced wheat and 
harley, which thrive very well here; 
and their vineyards, which they 
have planted, yield plenty of grapes, 
where they can be watered, but the 
country is io hot and dry, that the 
foil will produce no grapes where it 
is not watered : they have ripe grapes 
when they pleaſe, when they have 
an opportunity of watering them, by 
tuning rivulets into their grounds; 
and they make excellent wines, 
which cannot be. done in any other 
country, between the , tropics, The 
Spaniards have planted almoſt all 
the fruits which, grow in Old Spain; 
and. theſe thrive very, well here, as 
well as rice, and the produce of the 
kitchen-gardens. A great many ex- 
cellent balms, gums, and drugs, are 
alſo found here, ang particularly that 
called the balſam of Peru, But 
what the Spaniards value this coun- 
try for moſt, is the prodigious trea- 
ſures. of {gold and filver they have 
drawn irom thence for 2co years 
paſt; from the mountain of, Potoſi 
alone, whieh lies in 22, degrees of 
le there were drawn two, thou- 
land millions of pieces of eight, the 
firſt forty years. they were wrought, 
there are alſo rich mines of quick- 
luer. in Peru, and ſome precious 
ſtones ; particularly emeralds and tur- 
quoiſes. As to animals, there were 
not in Peru, or any part of America, 
ay. borles, cows, elephants, camels, 
alles, males, ſhegp,..or hogs ; and but 
one poor ſpecies of cur-dogs, before 
the Spaniards arrived; but they have 
4nce carried over all manner of Eu- 
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another beaſt called vicunas, which 
the Spaniards named goats, becauſe 


— 


they were ſomething like our goats, 


but they have no horns, and are 
ſwifter than deer; they had allo red 
and ſallow deer, and ſome few lions, 
bears, and tigers; but neither ſo 
large or ſo fierce as thoſe of Europe , 
and there were great numbers of 
monkeys ; but they bad neither cats 
or rats, tho” the laſt haye multiplied | 


ſo much ſince the Spaniards came 


over, that they ſometimes deſttoy 
their crops of grain in Peru, as they 
do in the iſland - of St, Helena; nor 
were there any, tame fowls or poul- 
try here, till they were imported, 
They had all manner of wild fowl 
almoſt, and a great variety of birds, 
particularly parrots, and a fowl 
called a. couder, ſo large that they 
meaſured 15 or 16 feet with their 
wings extended; theſe would kill 
and deyour cattle, and ſometimes 
children of 10 or 11 years of age; 
but there are few of thele fowls. 
The Peruvians were 1dolaters, and 
worſhipped the ſun chiefly z but 
the Spaniards have compelled them 
to turn Chriſtians, and profeſs an- 


other kind of idolatry, on pain of the 


ipquiſition; many thouſands of them 
were murdered by the Spaniards, 
after their arrival, on pretence of 
their infidelity, and refuſing to ſub- 
mit, to the pope or the king of Spain, 
but, in reality, to become maſters of 


their treaſure, and uſurp the* domi- 


nion of the cquntry, where to this 
day the Spaniards oppreſs and tyran- 
nize, not only over tlioſe that are 


deſcended. from the Indians, but the 


Crioli, who are deſcended trom the 
Spaniards themſelves. |

ble: whereupon it was propoſed to 
the late Czar, Peter the Great, to 
make a bridge of pontons or boats, 
but he would not conſent to it, he 
ſaid, becauſe his intention was to

could; and theſe he prohibited the 
vie of oars, that they might learn 
to manage ſails ; but theſe boatmen 
being ignorant peaſants, many people 
were overſet and - drowned, in pal.

people periſhed in laying the founda-

However all difficulties were at length 


overcome, and it is now one of the 
largeſt and moſt populous cities in 
the world.

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he obliged every conſiderable family 
in his empire to ſend one of their 
ſons or relations to be inſtructed in 
navigation; here alſo they learnt the 
dead languages, were taught to ride 
and fence, and other exefciſes.

„ok the world; and he ſent many of 


them to foreign countries, to learn 


mechanic arts, giving great encou- 
ragement to foreigners to come to 
Peterſburg, and inſtruct his people in 
every ſcience; plays, operas, and 


muſic- meetings were alſo introduced, 


in a country where none of theſe 
arts or diverſions were feen till the 
reign of Peter the Great.

countries as happen to have a ſcarcity 
of corn. They have alſo rich mea- 
dows and paſtures, which feed vaſt 
flocks and herds of cattle, with whick 
and they 
have an excellent breed of horſes, 
There are mines of ſilver, lead, iron, 
and copper alſo, in ſeveral parts of 
Poland; but they make more advan=- 
tage of their ſalt mines than of any 
of the reſt: the country alſo pro- 
duces flax, hemp, and furs, and they 
have manufactures of linen and lea- 
ther, which they export, as well ag 
maſts and yards, and naval ftores, 
taking in return cloth, filks, tape- 
ſtry, wrought plate, wines, ipices, 
perrings, and other faite4 fith, tin, 
and fruits; but the balance of trade 
is very much againft them, and they 
have very few thips or port towns 
befides Dantzic. Their conſtitution 
is a mixed monarchy, in which the 
people ſeem to have the greateſt ſtare 
of the government, which malces it 


trequently called a Republic. The 


King is elected by the whole body of 
the gentry, who put what condi- 
tions on their Prince they tee fit, 
berore they crown him, which he 
takes an oath to obſerve, and this ts 
called the Pacta conventa; nor cam 
the King raife forces without the 
cancurrence of the gentry, who we 
ig reality petty fovereigns in their 
own eſtates; and the Crown Gene- 


ral, az he is called, will obey no 


commands but thoſe of the dirt, or 
aſſembly of the ſtates; and every 
Palatine, or officer, will take the l- 
berty to return home out of the field 
when he ſæes gt, let the conſequence 
de what it will. The King is at no 
expence in keeping armies on oor, 
Qt maintaining the offfcers of fate, 
tete are al} maincained by the Re-

pubhe, and accountable to it, tho 
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Nmitation however, that he can pre- 
fer none but gentlemen, and thoſe 
natives of the province where they 
are to act, and not related to his 
Majeſty; nor can any one be deprived 
of his office, but by the unanimous 
conſent of the diet. The King's re- 
venues are 140,000]. per annum, 
which, with his paternal eſtate, and 
what he makes by diſpoſing of places, 
is an ample revenue, as all the 
charges of the adminiftraticn are 
borne by the Republic, as well as 
the expences of the Queen-conſort's 
court. The ſenate conſiſts of the 
Biſhops, Palatines, Caſtellans, and 
ten great officers of the crown, who 
are conſulted by the King in all acts 
of ſtate. The grand diet of Poland 
conſiſts of the King, the ſenate, and 
deputies or repreſentatives of the 
gentry of every palatinate or County, 
Who ought, by their conſtitution, to 
aſſemble ance in three years, and 
their ſeſſion continue ſix weeks, and 
no longer; and in this diet the legiſ- 
Jative power is lodged, Every pro- 
vince alſo has its particular or pro- 
wincia! dict, which makes laws for 
the reſpective provinces ; fo that Po- 
Jand is rather a great many united 
end confederated ftates, than one 
kingdom. There are alſo ſome free 
Nates and independent cities and pro- 
vinces, who are governed by their 
reipective Princes and magiſtrates; 
as Ducal Pruſſia by the King of 
Pruſſia, Coprland by its own Duke, 
and Dantzic by their magiſtrates. 
The religion of the country is the 


Roman Catholic, except in the N. 


where the ſubjects of the King of 
Pruſha and thoſe of Dantzic, and ſe- 
veral other cities, are Proteſtants. 
The forces of the Poles are all horſe, 
and are rather a militia, conſiſting 
of the gentry and their dependents, 
than regular troops; for they ſerve 
no longer than they fee fit, and if 
the Republic þave occaſion for foot, 
they hire them of other Princes; 
and ſince the Electors of Saxony 


tve fat cn the throne of Poland, 


they have furniſhed the Poles with 
more foot than they defired, info. 
much that they frequently aſſembleg 
the crown army to drive thein out 
the country in the laſt reign,

air of the Campania, Though the

a vaſt number of palaces and con- 
yents, and the triumphal arches, 
pillars, obeliſks, ſtatues, and foun- 
tains, are no ſmall addition to its 
beauty; but then there are other 
ſtreets as meanly built as in any 
town whatever, The greateſt curio- 
fities in Rome, are the ancient thea- 
tres and amphitheatres, Pagan tem- 
ples, triumphal arches, baths, aque- 
ducts, fountains, catacombs, obe- 
liſks, cirques, ſepulchres, bridges, 
palaces, ftatues, paint- 
ings, piazzas, collzges, and hoſpi- 
tals, The people of this city are 
ſaid to be more obliging than in ny 
town of Europe, and that a univerſal 
civility reigns here. They ate not at 

ellefed with a ſpirit of bigotry or 


perſecution againſt ſtrangers of any 
country or religion whatever. The 
city is extremely well ſupplied with 
water, by their noble aqueducts ang 
fountains, and there is great plenty of 
all manner * of proviſions, as corn, 
fleſh, fiſh, fowl, and fruits, aad the 
greateſt variety of wines that are to 
be met with any where; and in the 
midſt of all this variety, the people 
are extremely ſober, never ſſitting 
down. purely to drink, and very ſel- 
dom drinking wine without water.

Switzerland lying between 
45 and 48 degrees of N. lat. might 
be expected to be a warm country, 
but as it is ſituate on the Alps, the 
higheſt mountains of Europe, and 
great part of the yesr covered with 
ſnow, the air is much ſharper here 
than in countries that lie more 
northerly, And as Switzerland 18 
ſeparated from other countries by 
high mountains, fo every canton, or 
province, almoſt, is divided from its 
neighbour by a ridge of hills, which 
are not barren, but in ſummer af- 
ford good paſture to the ſheep, and on 
ſome of them we meet with plowed 
fields: two thirds of the canton 
of Bern (much the largeſt and moſt 
conſiderable province) is a plain fruit- 
ful country, abounding in corn. The 
largeſt rivers in Europe have their 
ſource in theſe mountains, particu- 
larly the Rhine, the Rhone, the 
Danube, the Rufs, and the Inn, 
and there are a. great many extenſive 
lakes, as thoſe of Conſtance and 
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Geneva, which are either of them 
60 m. long, and beſides the lakes in 
the valleys there is one on the top 
of every mountain almoſt; here are 
alſo abundance of fine woods, parti- 
cularly of pine and fir-trees, The 
ſoil produces ſome corn and wine, 
but not in great quantitics, and the 
fruits of the earth are frequently 
deſtroyed by ſtorms, or killed by 
cold rains, and ſometimes they loſe 
their harveſt intirely. In plentiful 
years, therefore, they lay up their 


corn in magazines, to prevent the 


poor people periſhing, when ſuch 
calamities happen. What they a- 
bound in moſt, is cattle; they drive 
a great trade with them in the neigh- 
bouring countries, and their lakes 


_ furniſh them with plenty of fiſh. 


They have ſome crape and li- 
nen manufactures, but ſcarce any 
of ſilk, wool, or hair; moſt of 
their cloathing 1s imported from 
abroad therefore, as well as their 
corn and wine, of which they have 


not enough to ſupply their neceſſi- 


ties, The balance of trade there- 
fore being much againſt them, the 
'Switzers endeavour to retrench all 


LJuperfluities, prohibit the wearing of 


gold, filver, filk, thread Jace, or 
jewels, and whatever elſe is more 
chargeable than uſeful in dreſs, 
Switzerland is uſually divided into 
3 claſſes, 1. Switzerland Proper, or 
tbe thirteen. cantons. 2. The ſub- 
ſes of Switzerland, or the conquered 
countries. And, 3. The allies of 
Switzerland, ch as the Griſons, 
the republic of Geneva, &c. The 
general diet repreſents the Helvetic 
body, or the 13 cantons, and is held 
at Baden on the feaſt of St. 
Baptiſt annually, but ſeldom laſts 


longer than one month. Here the 


affairs of their common ſubjects are 
debated and regulated, but all other 


matters are treated of at particular 


Diets of their reſpective religions, 


that of the Proteſtants being held at 


Aaraw, and that of the Roman 
Catholics at Lucern.

Bafil, Friburg, Soleure, and Schaf. 
hauſen; the 6 democratical canton 
are thoſe of Uri, Switz, Underwald, 
Zug, Glaris, and Appenzel. The 
Proteſtant cantons are thoſe cf 
Zurich, Bern, Baſil, and Schaff. 
haufen, two thirds of the canton of 
Glaris, and more than half of Ap. 
penzel; the reſt are Roman Ca. 
tholics. The Proteſtants are much 
the ſtrongeſt, and their territories 
more extenſive and fruitful, but then 
the Popiſh cantons are ſupported by 
the Popiſh powers, which ſurround 
them. The legiſlative power in the 
canton of Bern is lodged in the 
great council, conſiſting of 299 per. 
ſons, and the executive power in a 
ſenate of 27, elected out of the 
great council. The government in 
the other ariſtocratical cantons 8 
much the ſame as that of Bern, 
but in the democratical cantons every 
town and every pariſh is a diſtinct 
ſtate, and the ſupreme legiſlative 
power is lodged in the diffuſ ve body 
of the people; every male of 16 
years of age, and every ſervant, 2 
well as his maſter, has an equal 
ſhare in the government, and gives 
his aſſent to every law, There ee 
no ſtanding forces kept up in Swit- 
zerland, but there is no where 4 
better regulated militia, Every male 
from 16 to 60 is inrolled ; and one 
third of them regimented ; and ov! 
of the other two thirds, theſe are te- 
cruited from time to time; and tho 
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while they remain at home, yet as 


| ſoon as they take the field, their pay 


is ſettled; and for the readier aſ- 
ſembling their militia, there are 


ßenals in the moſt conſpicuous places

Thus happily ſituated in the cee 
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guitful countries, they could wot 
fail of acquiring the trade as well as 
the empire of the whole world, if 
theſe glorious advantages were' not 
loſt by the indolence and inactivity 
of the Turks, and the deſtructive 
maxims they are governed by. They 
ſeldom ſail to diſtant countries, or 
viſit nations of a different faith, but 
the merchandiſe of the reſt of the 
world is carried to them in foreign 
bottoms, and in the ſame manner 
the produce and manufactures of 
Turky are exported, They reap 
little advantage by their commerce 
with Chriſtendom, but what they 
get by the duties of import and ex- 
port; and their home-trade is car- 


ried on chiefly by their Chriſtian or 


Jewiſh ſubjects. The Turks are 
above applying themſelves to any 


thing of this kind; traffic and me- 


chanical employ ments are left to be 
managed by the deſpiſed Chriſtians, 
who contribute much more, by 'their 
labour and induſtry, to the ſupport 
of that empire, than the Turks 
themſelves, which may be one rea- 
ſon that their government indulges 
them in the free exerciſe of their re- 
ligion, Ard indeed there ſeems to 
be more Chriſtians in the Turkith 
empire than Mahometans, eſpecially 
in their European territories, who 
have this happineſs alſo, that they 
are never preſſed or forced into their 
armies, but left to follow their fe- 
veral occupations, while the Turkiſh 
gentlemen take the honour of de- 
fending their countty, and making 
foreign conqueſts, entirely on them- 
ſelves.

And though 
the Grand Seignor exerciſes an unli- 
mited authority over the inhabitants 
of the ſeraglio, and his baſas and 
officers, as weill as over his Chriſtian 
ſabjects, yet the Turkiſh gentlemen 
who have no places or dependence 
on the court, enjoy their liberties and 
properties as much as if they lived 
under“ a limited monarchy, if nor 
more; for they pay no taxes to the 
government; and ſhould the Grand | 
. Seignor attempt to tax them, or 1 
change their cuſtoms, he would run 
the hazard of being depoſcd. 

His baſſas, governors, and officers 
of ftate, and even the Janizaries and 1 
other inhabitants of the feraglio, ace 27. 
al! the children of Chriſtian parents, | 
taken in war, or purchaſed, and who 
have probably been baptifed, though

| he Spahis, or beſt Turkiſh horſe-

merous armics, But their multi- 


tudes are frequently the . occaſion of 


their defeat, charging in too much 
confuſion; tho? the Batia Bonneval, 
"tis ſaid, has prevailed on ſome of 
their troops to ſubmit to French 
d:iCcipline, of which they made great 
ad vantage in their laſt German war, 
recovering a great extent of country 
which they had loſt South of the 
Danube, 


Their naval forces are not ſo con- 


fiderable as might be expected in 
ſuch extenfive dominions, fituate on 
eas, and abounding in com- 


modicus harbours : but their neglect- 


ing navigation and foreign commerce, 


is the tive reaſon they can never 
find ſailois to men a great fleet, if 
they ſhould build one.

The Grand Seignor's revenues ariſe

but when the Goths invaded Italy in 


the fifth century, teveral conſiderable 


families of Padua and Aquileza re- 
tired hither, to ſecure themſcives 
from an enemy they could not refit, 
and laid the foundation of this great 
city upon 72 of theſe little iſlands, 
"tis ſaid, at firſt; but Venice ſtands 
upon a much greater number at this 
day, and is fo happily fituated, that 
no army can approach it by land, 
nor no hoſtile fleet by ſea; the ave- 
nues to theſe iſlands being ſo ex- 
ceedinely difficult, that they have not 
thought it neceſſary to incloſe the 
city with a wall; nor has any power 
attempted to beſiege it fince it was 
feunded, which is now 1200 years 
and upwards. Nothing can appear 


more beautiful than this town does, 
as we approach it either from the 


continent or the ſea, we behold this 
fine city, with its numerous palaces 
and lofty towers rifing cut of the wa- 


ters, as it were waſhed by the flood 


on every fide, nothing intervening to 
obſtruct the ſight. The circumfe- 
rence of the city is about fix miles, 
and the inhaþ.tants computed to be 
near 2CO,Ccco ; the canals ſo nume- 
rous, that you may go to any part of 
the town by water; and there are 
the principal 
bridge called the Rialto, lying over 
the grand canal, compoſed of one arch 
(which makes one third of a circle) 
go feet wide, None of the bridges 
but this have any rails. 

There are not quays on the ſides 


\ of all the canals where people can 


walk ; but ſometimes the canal fills 
the whole ſtreet from one fide to the 
other, 5 

The piazza of St. Marke, tis ſaid, 
is not to be paralleled for the mag- 
nificence of its buildings, and the 
houſes upon the grand canal are 
moſt of them elegant palaces, with 
marble fronts, adorned with pillars 


of the ſeveral orders of architecture, 

Their rooms are uſually hung with 
gilt leather or tapeſtry, and their 
bedſteads of iron, which ſecure 
them againſt the vermin. ſo trouble. 
ſome in London, But theſe adyan. 
tages are attended with ſome great 
inconveniencies: they have no roo 
cellars for their wine; all their wa. 
ter is bad, but what is bro ght from 
the continent; and their canals, in 
the heat. of ſummer, create very of- 
fenſive ſmells, 

The ſovereign power is lodged in 
the nobility. There are about fiftcen 
hundred noblemen at preſent, who 
conſtitute their grand council, or 
aſſembly of the ftates, and are ſtiled 
Noble Venetians, whoſe honur

The Doge or Duke of Venice i 


clothed in "royal robes, and has the 


honours of a ſovereign prince paid 
him, but has very Jittle fhare in the 
government; as the legiſlative power 
is lodged in the great council, there 
are fevera] other councils to whom 
the adminiſtration of the government 
is committed; and there is one 
council or, ſtate-inquiſition, which 
has a power of impriſoning and put- 
ting to death the greateſt nobleman! 
even the Doge himſelf, if they ap- 
prehend him to be dangerous to the 
ſtate, and that without bringing him 
to an open trial, or giving him an 
opportunity of making his defence. 
And tho' the noblemen of the city 
of Venice are veſted with very great 
powers and privileges, the ancient 
nobil:ty on the continent have ſcarce 
any; nor are they at all reſpected 
at Venice, for the titles they bear 
of marqulſes, counts, &c. theſe the 
Venetians endeavour to depreſs, and 
even to extirpate, as the Dutch do 
thoſe of Holland.

This 
ſudden alteration of the weather cc- 
caſions the air to be a little un- 
healthful, at Jeaſt it is ſo to ſuch 
as expoſe themſelves too much to 
the weather, eſpecially in the night- 
time.

The country is well repleniſhed 
with timber, which grows to an un- 
uſual height and bulk, the trecs 
ſanding at ſuch a diſtance, that a 
coach and fix may drive thro' them; 
and among their fruits they have 
grapes which grow wild, and would 
make wine, if the planters were not 
altogether taken vp with cultivating 
tobacco, Silk-graſs alſo grows here 
ſpontaneouſly, and the foil is ex- 
tremely proper for hemp and flax, 
and yet they have neither filk or 
linen manufactures, for the reafon 
already aſſigned; for it is the exce!- 


lence of the Virginian tobacco which

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| diſtinguiſhes it from all other coun- 


tries; and of this they have enough 
to ſupply great part of Europe, which 
they do at a very mederate; price, 


the prime coft nat being more than 


2 penny. .a pound, tho the dutics 
impoſed upon it make it. dear enough 
before it arrives. in England; and 
zone of our colonies yield the crown 
of England ſo large à revenue as 


this. There ate very: few towns in 


Virginia; James-town and Williamſ- 
burg, which are the chief, have 
neither of them 100 houſes. Every 
planter chuſes to reſide upon his 
eflate or farm in the country, and 
moſt of them lie near ſome of their 
great rivers; fo. that ſhips can come 
almoſt up to their doors, and take in 


their tobacco. 8 
The Virginians have a regular 


clergy of the church of England, 2nd 


have provided houſes,  glebes, and 


tithes of tobacco in every pariſh, for 
the ſubfiſtence of their ſeveral mini- 
ſters, which is a very plentiful main- 


tenance: The ſociety for the propa- 


gation of the goſpel, therefore, don't 
fend any miſſionaries to this colony; 
and beſides a church in every pariſh, 


there is a chapel of eaſe built in thoſe 


that are very extenſive, _ The poor 
of this country live in ſo happy a 
climate, and ſo fruitful a foil, that 
there is no body poor enough to beg 
for want of food; but as there. are 
none reduced to beggary, ſo there 
are few that are very rich, the mer- 
chants of England (as they complain) 
running away with the greateſt part 
of their profits. When any one 


happens, by age or ſickneſs, to be 


ditabled ſrom working, be is very 
well provided for, not as in Eng- 
land, juſt kept from ſtarving, but 
he is placed in ſome planter's houſe 
that lives plentifully, and his board 
pid for at the public charge: And 
as to ſlaves and ſervants, of which 
there are many more than there are 
freemen, they are not worked fo 
ard, nor ſo many hours in the day, 


as ihe buſpandmen and day-labourers 
in England, |

Such is the hoſpitality of the Vir . 


ginians, that a traveller needs no ge- 
commendation to their houſes ; he 
will be entertained at any gentleman 
or planter's houſe where he calls, 
which makes inns upon the road al- 
together uſeleſs. 

Fortifications they had none in Vir- 
tima, till very lately, that they have

Cuſtavus Erickſon, a Swediſh nobles 
man, having rendered himſelf exceed- 
ing popular, by reſcuing his country 
from the uſurped dominion and tyran- 
ny of the Danes, was elected King of 
Sweden, and veſted almoſt with an 
unlimited power by the States, anno 
1523. This being about the time of 
Luther's reformation, he influenced 
the people ſo far, as to reject the 
Pope's authority, and the doctrines 
of 'the church of Rome,. and embrace 
thoſe of Luther; and being oppoſed 
by the clergy, ſeized all their lands 
and revenues, and annexed them to 
the crown. He alſo prevailed on 


the States to part with their right of 


electing their kings, and entail the 
crown on his eldeſt ſon Eric, and 
his heirs ſucceſſively, - according to 
their ſeniority; and on his death, 


anno 1560, was ſucceeded in the 
greateſt part of his dominions by his 


ſon Elric.
